The Committee on Catalogues and Print- 
ing also met.

GARFIELD PARK’S CLAIMS. 

An informal bid for the Fair has been 
made by the Garfield Park Improvement 
Association. It says that Jackson Park is 
too low and swampy and too far away; that 
from Ashland and Washington boulevards 
to Jackson Park and retaru is a good day’s 
drive; that the Illinois Central railroad could 
not handle one-third of the people; that the 
cable cars wind in and out through good and 
bad streets, swamps, and cow-pastures; that 
there is no distinctively business street 
nearer than State, two miles away, and that 
strangers and the army of workmen would 
have to live many milesfrom the grounds. 
ae following argument is made for Garfieid 

rk: | 

Garfield Park is the same distance from State 
and Madison streets that the Philadelphia Expo- 


* sition was from Second street. Every one knows 


that was far enough. It would place the Fair ex- 
actly the same distance from Twenty-second or 
Thirty-first streets on the South Side and North 
avenue and Fullerton avenue on the North Side. 
Madison street, next to State street the best 
known and best retali street in the city, exactly 
bisects he heart of Chicago and the proposed 
Fair grounds. It offers a handsome, well-built 
business thoroughfare the entire distance. No 
Chicago resident would feel ashamed of it. 
When the State Fair was held there Madi- 
son street was crowded with strangers walk- 
ing the entire distance from State street, four 
and one-fourth miles, for the pleasure of 
the walk and the sights. Even to an 
active resident a foür-mile walk down Madison 
street is a pleasure. Washington and Jackson 
bonlevards offer short, straight, and beautiful 
drives from down-town right into the park. 
Twelfth street, Van Buren, Harrison, Madison, 
and Lake street cars run to the grounds. Cars 
from the South Side on Eighteenth and Twenaty- 
second streets, and the North Side on Chicago 
avenue, Division street, and North avenue could 
run to the place without hauling their patrons 
farther than they now do to get them down-town 
every day. The Wisconsin Central touches the 
grounds, the Northwestern also, and the latter 
could, by using its Oragin cut-off, land outside 
visitors at Garfield Park Station from its three 
divisions without laying another rail. 

LAKE-FRONT PROPERTY-OWNMRS OBJ HOT. 

The owners of property abutting the Lake- 
Front are not by any means unanimously in 
favor of that site being chosen for the Fair. 
Mr. Warren F. Leland is among those op- 
posed tothe scheme, Ina published inter- 
view he says: 

“The Fair will not be held on the Lake- 
Front, and the sooner people quit talking 
about it and go to canvassing the merits of 
other sites the better it will be. There area 
number of reasons why it can’t be neld on 
the Lake-Front. 

„First, there are a number of legal com 
plications that will prevent such a location. 
The abutting property-owners will object, 
and object hard. They have some rights in 
the matter and they know how to maintain 
them. 

„Second, the Lake-Front isn’t big enough, 
even with the additions made by filling in 
the basin. The worid would laugh at Chi- 
cago if, after talking so much about the 
rumerous spacious sites we have to select 
from, we should locate it on the cramped 

quarters of the Lake-Front. 

“In the third place the subscribers to the 
Fair stock don’t want their money dumped 
into the lake to make a lot of valuable land 
to be gobbled up and stolen by corporations 
and syndicates. Yet that is just what it 
would mean to fill up the basin. 

“Again, the National Commission will 
never consent to the location on the Lake- 
Front. The strongest reason against such a 
location is that from Twelfth street to. the 
river business couldn't be done because of 
the crowds on the streets. A daily average 
attendance of 150,000 to 200,000 at the Fair 
means nearly doubie that number of 
strangers in the city. To keep them ali right 
down-town here would be suicidal to busi- 
ness, distasteful to visitors, and disastrous 
every way. 

„ Then about filling up the basin. A compe- 
tent engineer told me it would take from two 
to tpree years to do it, and it would cost 
more than $5,000,000. The effect of so much 
filling would be to cause malaria. Seven out 
of every eight physicians would sign a re- 
moustrance against it on sanitary grounds. 

“The Fair must not be divided. The 
farmer may be interested in the agricultural 
exhibits, but his wife and daughters will 

want to see the art gallery and kiadred mat- 
ters. All must be on the same grounds, so 
that each visitor can see what he is interested 
in without separating from Lis companions.

War THEE LIVE-STOCK MEN WANT. 


Suggestions Made to the Execative Cem- 
mittee—A Big Japanese Exhibit. 

The most important meeting yesterday 
Was that of the Executive Committee. Those 
present were D. C. Cregier, Edwin Walker, 
Ferd 8. Peck, W. T. Baker, A. Nathan, L. J. 
Gage, R. A. Keyes, H. N. Higinbotham, and 
T. B. Bryan. While they were in session the 
Executive Committee of the Committee of 
Eighteen appointea by tne stock-breeders 
calied on chem. The members of this com- 
mittee are N. P. Clark, S. S. Thompson, J. H. 
Pickerill, Charles F. Mills, S. E. Pratter, W. 
G. Berry, and B. H. Gentry. Mr. Clark, as 
spokesman, said they represented the live- 
stock interests of the country. He thea read 
the resolutions adopted by the live-stock 
breeders as follows: 

WHEREAS, It is an undeniable fact that all ex- 
hibituonsof live stock hitherto held under the 
auspices of a Board of Management controlling 
an International or World’s Fair have fallen far 
short of what the magnitude of the interests 
should demand, the representatives of that inter- 
est, in convention assembled, do herewith give 
expression to their views as to what may prop- 
erly be done to secure the holding of a live stock 
exbibition as a part of the World's Fair in Chi- 
cago in 1898, which shall eclipse anything of the 
kind hitherto held in any part of the world. The 
conditions which we desire to present to the man 
agement as essential to success are: 

1. That the live-stock department of tne show 
should be held as a part of one single exposition, 
all within the same inclosure and not segregated 
from it, as has been the case hitherto in all such 
internauonal exhibitions. 

2. That ample room, comfortably and conven- 
tently arranged stalls, stables, and pens should 
be provided forsuch an exposition tothe end 
that all kinds of live stock, including horses, cat- 
tle, sheep, swine, and poultry, may be exhibited 
at one and the same time. 

& That in order to secure an exhibition of the 
very best specimens of all the various breeds of 
live stock, and to secure the widest degree of com- 
petition, the number which may be shown of any 
one breed by any one exhibiter snall oe limited 
to two entries in competition for the same prize, 
and thatin view of the necessity for limiting 
space and expense in providing suitable accom- 
modations we deem it important that no animais 
not regularly entered in competition for prizes 
shall be given access to the exhibition grounds. 

4. That owing to the large expense attendant 
upon the exhibition of live-stock, we respectfully 
urge that the management should arrange pre- 
miums for the same upon as liberal a scale as in 
their judgment may be warranted, and that the 
classification may be such as to provide for a 
separate showing and separate awards for each 
and every recognized distinct breed. 

Resolved, That a committee of eighteen be ap- 
pointed by this meeting to represent me live- 
of Managers ot the World's to confer 

the general arrangements necessary to de made, 
and to look after the interests of the live-stock 
part of the exhibition, and that this committee 
do appointed be authorised to fully represent 
the various live-stock organizations of the coun- 
try. This committee to be constituted as fol- 
lows: Three committee-men each for the horse, 
cattie, sheep, swine, and poultry interests, and 
three for the general live-Btock interests of the 
country. 

Continuing, Mr. Clark urged that the build- 
ings be made permanent, so that an annual 
hve-stock show could be held in Chicago. 
They wanted ample space, and wanted to be 
in the same inclosure with the other ex- 
hibits.. They thought it would be a good idea 
to have a track where were could be run- 
ning and trotting races. This would de a 
big attraction. 

Asked how much space they wanted they 
were undecided. Mr. Clark thought from 
forty to eighty acres would be needed. 

„Would you prefer,” asked Mr. Bryan, 
„ forty acres in the center of the city to 140 
acres ten miles away!“ 

„Ves,“ was the repry. 

It was hardly a fair questuon to ask, as it 
was giving them two extremes. 

No action was takea in regard to their ap- 
pia tion, but it gave the memopersof the Ex- 
ecutive Committee an idea that the Fair can- 
not be crowded into small space, that differ- 
ent organizations and States are going toask 
for a great deal, and that the site must be 
sufficieatiy large to allot it to them. A vote of 
thanks for the interest they manifested in 
the success of the Fair was about all the vis- 
‘itors carried away with them. They will be 
taken care of, however, when the proper 
time comes. 

A BIG JAPANESE EXHIBIT. 

Gustavus Goward, formerly Secretary to 
the United States Legation to Japan, also 
had something to say to the committee. He 
told them his plan for securing an viaborate 
Japanese exhibit. He thought agents should | 
be dispatched to Tokio at once to interest ex- 
hibiters now there and to make arrange- 
ments for removing their exhibits to Chica- 
go. Arrangements could also be made for 
reproducing some of the fireworks dis- 
playa. He said there were many works 
of art there that had never been seen in 
otaer countries. They were kept hidden by 
the nobility, but he thought they could be se- 
cured if proper assurance were given for 
their safe-keeping. He also ‘thought that 
many of the articles in the Japanese Nation- 
al Museum could be secured for the Fair. 

The committee decided that it would be 

-trespassing on the powers of the National 
Commission to appoint Mr. Goward Commuis- 
sioner to Japan, and so no action was taken.

The 
letter was read. In it Mr. Knott said he was 
satistiea that a majority of the Democratic 
members of the Legislature preferred a can- 
didate other than himself, and he desired to 
withdraw from the contest because he did 
not want to obstruct the business of nom- 
inating a candidate. He returned thanks to 
his supporters, and said he desired 
them to vote according to their individual 
preferences. Three Senators who had been 
voting for Mr. Knott went over to Carlisle. 
Mr. Cooper and a majority of the most ardent 
Knott men sent in their votes for McCreary, 
as did alsq several gentlemen who had up to 
this time supported Judge Lindsay. Despite 
this act, the greater number of the Knott 
votes went on record for Judge Lindsay. Mr. 
Carlisle gained four or five votes as the roll 
call of the house ran along. Mr. Triplett 
of Davis- said the withdrawal of Mr. 
Knott was a surprise to him. 
The delegation from Davis had supported 
Mr. Knott as long as he was in the tight. The 
sentiment of his people favored Mr. Carlisle, 
and he wanted to be recorded in favor of 
that gentleman. Mr. Carlisle was very near 
a winner now, only lacking a few votes of a 
majority of the caucus. Some changes from 
Lindsay to McCreary were recorded. 

THE EIGHTH BALLOT. 

The result of the eighth ballot was as fol- 
lows:

John Griffin Carlisle of Covington was born 
in Campbell (now Kenton) County, Kentucky, 
Sept. 6, 1885; received a common-school educa- 
tion; taught school in the county and afterwards 
ut Covington; studied law with J. W. Stevenson 
and W. B. Kinkead; was admitted to the bar in 
March, 1858, and hes practiced since; was a 
member of the State House of Representatives 
1859 61; was nominated for Presidential Elector 
onthe Democratic ticket in 1864, but Geclined; was 
elected to the State Senatein February, 1866, and 
reélected in August, 1869; was a delegate-at-large 
from Kentucky to the National ~Democratic 
convention at New York in July, 1868; was nomi- 
nated for Lieutenant Governor of Kentucky in 
May, 1871; resigned his seat in the Senate in 
June, 1871, and was elected Lieutenant-Governor 
in August, 1871, serving until September, 1875; was 
alternate Presidential Elector for the State at 
large in 1876; was elected to the Forty-fifth, 
Forty-sixth, Forty-seventh, Forty-eighth, Forty- 
ninth, and WFiftieth Congreeses; was elected 
Speaker of the Forty-cighth, Forty-ninth, and 
Fiftieth Congresses, and was reélected to the 


| Fifty-first Congress as a Democrat, receiving 


18,907 votes, against 12,887 votes for Robert Ham- 
uton, Republican, 198 votes for Scott Shoe- 
maker, Prohibitionist, and 1% votes for W. R. 
Fox, Labor cand idate. 


BOGOSLOR, THE NEW VOLCANO, ON A TEAR. 


A Pillar of flame and Ashes at Least Four 
Mites Bigh. 

San Franorsoo, Cal., May 16.—[Special.]— 
Bogoslor, une Alaskan voicano that rose from 
the ocean depths about seven years ago and 
blazed and smoked for a time, is again in 
eruption, The news reached this city by 
private letters from Port IIlulik, on Oons- 
laska Island. ©The eruption degan Feb. 
10 and has continued at intervals. The 
smoke for weeks was clouded with ashes, 
and these fell in showers in the town of 
litulik, forty-four miles to the eastward. To 
the people there ‘who saw the eruption it 
seemed that the pillar of fire and smoke was 
fully fifteen miles high. Just twelve miles 
pack of the settlement, and between it and 
Bogoslor, rises the mountain of Makushin, 
5,691 feet high. Prof. Davidson of the Coast 
Survey estimates that tne volcanic pillar 
must have been sent up to a height of 
at least four miles above the sea in 
order for it to be seen at all by the 
people of Iliulik.

visionists and the anti-revisionists. At one 
time the debate became so heated that a ven- 
erabie Presbyterian father in the center of 
the house rose and prayed that no personali- 
ties be indulged in. The Moderator agreed 
with him, and ruled that no personalities 
would be allowed. This foliowed immedi- 
ately after some of the disputants had allowed 
words of sarcasm to escape their lips. 

At the opening of the session today Clerk 
Roberts submitted a report in regard to au- 
swers from presbyteries in response to ques- 
tions about revision and anew creed. He 
stated that 182 presbyteries had replied in 
the affirmative, sixty-six in the negative, 
seven had deciined to answer, and six had 
not as yet reported. A debate arose as to 


the appointment of a committee to consider 


and canvass the report on the question 
of revision. Clerk Roberts said that the an- 
swers in the overtures had come in such a 
variety of shapes and forms that it would 
require a large amount of work to prepare 
an analysis of them for the assembiy, and 
that this was necessary to reach a prover re- 
suit. A committee on canvass was suggested 
by both the revisionists and the anti-revis- 
ionists. Finally it was agreed that Moder- 
ator Moore appoint a committee of canvass 
of five. 

Subsequently he named as such committee 
the following: President Francis L. Patton 
of Princeton University, formerly of Chica- 
go; Vice-Chancellor E . McCracken of 
the University of the City of New York; the 

v. Dr. Maurice D. Edwards of St. Paul, 
Minn.; Elder Robert FP. Schankilin of Craw- 
torus ville, Ind.; and Elder James D. Thorn- 
ton of San Francisco, Cal. The Chairman 
of the committee, President Patton, is a pro- 
nounced anti-revisionist, as is also Elder 
Thornton, while Vice-Chancellor McCracken 
Dr. Eawards, and Eider Schanklin are classed 
with tne revisionists. How * it will take 
this committee to perform the difficult work 
assigned it cannot be told, but it is doubtful 
if they compiete it for this assembly, and 
possibly not tili next year, though it is as- 
serteda by some that they will report inside of 
afew days. Their report will be looked for- 
ward to with exceeding interest. The gen- 
eral opinion is that its appearance will be the 
signal for the beginning of an interminable 
discussion. , 

A conflict of re occurred when the re- 

rt of the committee of the Board of Pub- 
ication was called. The report of, those who 
had investigated the publication plant showed 
that it had been conducted in rather au ex- 

nsive way and that the work done has cost 
ar more than it should, and aiso that there 
were several discrepancies. It onposes the 
purchase of new material for the plant. The 
second report took issue with the statements 
made and itis possible that an interesting 
debate will occur when the subject comes up 
under a special order of business.

THE REVISION COMMITTER’S REPORT. 

The special order which occupied the 
entire afternoon session was the consid- 
eration of the report of tne Committee on 
Methods of Effecting Changes in the Confes- 
sion of Faith and the Constitution of the 
Church. The A which 1s * by the 
Rev. Drs. W. Roberts, K. T. Leftwich, 
and E. Kempshall and Judge R. Nelson is as 
follows: on 

First—That since the differences of opinion as 
to the methods of amendment of the Confession 
of Faith and the larger and shorter catechisms 
are so marked and widespread that itis unwise 
to — the issues involved in the General As- 
sembly. 

Second—That the church has always consia- 
ered its doctrines of such vital importance that 
changes in the doctrinal standards should be 
made under greater restrictions than changes or 
alterations in the form of government, the book 
of discipline, and the directory of worshi 

Third—That the methods of doctrinal altera- 
tion should be included im the constitution itself 
and in definite terms. 

Fourth ~-That the church, speaking officially 
through the presbyteries, can alone determine 
with authority the questions at issue, and there- 
fore the committee recommends that the ques- 
tions be transmitted to the presbyteries, whether 


there shall be added to the forms of government | 


be ta XXIIL. of amendments providing: 

1. For the proposal by the General Assembly 
to the presbyteries of amendments or altera- 
tions of the form of government. book of dis- 
cipline, and directory for worship, but that these 
shall not be obligatory unless a majority of all 
the presbyteries approve in writing. 

2. That alterations in the doctrinal stanaards 
shail not be proposed to the pres byteries unless 
they have been under consideration for one year 
by a committee of not less than fifteen ministers 
and ruling elders, not more than two of whom 
shall be from any one synod, 


. No alteration shall be made in the provis- | 
ions of this chapter for changes in the doctrinal | 


standards unless an overture from the General 
Assembly submitting the proposed alterations 
shall be transmitted to all the presbyteries to be 
approved in writing by two-thirds of them. 

4. The General Assembly must transmit to 
the presbyteries any overture submitted to it by 
one-third of all the presbyteries. 

B. Any amendment so submitted and approved 
shall go into effect immediately after the Gen- 
eral Assembly shall have certified the fact. 

The committee also recommended tbat the 
presbyteries bs directed to answer the overt- 
ure as a whole by a single vote, which shall 
be yea or nay. 

DR. PATTON ATTACKS THE REPORT. 

President Patton attacked the re 
ing that the mode of making amendments to 
the constitution or Confession of Faith was 
of more consequence than the mere revision 
itself. The methods must fix it so that in the 
future a minority, cannot appeal to civil law. 
He proposed to make some objections to the 
report and also to object to something back 
of the report. 

It takes away,” said Dr. Patton, “the 
legislative rights of the assembly, wipes out 
the legisiative functions of this ecclesiastical 
body. If this General Assembiy has no legis- 
lative power what are we here fort fhe 
assembly’s deliberative functions must not 
be removed; they are vital to her doctrines 
and integrity. This assembly is not ready 
to abdicate its power as the supreme court 
of the Presbyterian Church, and we must 
not surrender our rights. This is no time 
to be tampering with the organic law of the 
church.“ 

Referring to adopting and barrier acts he 
said: All the mistakes are due to the 
blunders of the General Assembly of 1790. 
The General Assembly has never undertaken 
toamend the Confession of Faith except by 
a two-thirds vote. Things that were wrong 
cannot be made right by the lapse of time. 
We sbouid leave the fundamental laws, the 
doctrinal formulas, alone, and we should be 
loyal to our hearts and Ged. The adopting 
act is the unrepealable law of the church. 
The barrier and the adopting act can not 
nullify each other. It is a duty we owe our- 
selves and tne church to reaflirm our con- 
fidence in the old adopting act. There is 
great veril ia tampering with the provisions 
of the church, and the General Assemp 
should not take a single false step that wi 
lead into difficuity.”’ 

The Rev. Dr. Van Dyke of Brooklyn, who 
took the platform in support of the report, 
declared himself to be @ revisionist, and 
said: I knew all about the 3 act bo- 
tore President Patton was born.’ aenied 
most emphatically that the report had made 
concessions to any one or party, and he was

It was to remove this impression 
that Taz Trrsunz analyzed the bill. 

The idea of the Worla’s Fair found its prac- 
tical inception in Congress, and but for the 
interposition of that body there would have 
been none. The title of tne bill sets forth 
that itis an act of the Government to pro- 
vide for celeorating the 400th anniversary of 
the discovery of America by Christopher 
Columbus, and that “the exhibition should 
be of a National and international character, 80 
that not only tne people of our Union and 
this continent, but those of all nations as 
well, can participate, and should therefors 
have the sanction of the Coneress of the 
United States.” Having thus given its sanc- 
tion and assumed the responsibility Congress 
chose Chicago as the locality for the Fair, 
arranged for the appointment of National 
Commissioners, ana authorized the President 
at the proper time to invite foreign nations 
to take part in the Exposition and send their 
representatives to it. It furthermore im- 
posed certain conditions upon Chicago, hav- 
ing selected her as the natural exhibition 
center. of the North American Conti- 
nent, among them the designawon of 
a proper site, the raising of a certain 
sum of money for the preparation of build- 
ings and the perfection of plans and speci- 
fications of them, to be accepted at the dis- 
cretion of the Nauonal Commissioners. 
These conditions outline the scope of Cnica- 
go’s duty in the premises.

Agentieman residing in the Northwest, 
who has for years past watched closely the 
weather of that region, says there are not 
far from a thousand lakesites marked on the 
official maps in Minnesota and the two De- 
kotas which are not now in existence. They 
are thoroughly dried out, and two of them, 
measuring about six miles in length, were 
plowed up for wheat a couple a weeks ago. 
He presumes they have been seeded since 
then, but cannot speak as to the fact. He 
also expressed the opinion that the crops of 
the last two or three years have been raised 
largely on the atmospheric humidity due to 
the drying up of those lakes, and a doubt as 
to that partof the country being a vegetative 
success much longer withouta radical change 
in condiuons, which he sees no present reason 
w hope for. , 

The report that the pastors of the various 
churches in Aberdeen, B. D., have agreed to 
hold a union meeting this afternoon at which 
special prayers for rain shail be offered 
shows that the situation is regarded there as 
a grave one, and sufficiently proves that the 
rainfall of the last few days is far from be- 
ing all needed, in spite of some giowing tele- 
graphic assurances to the contrary. This is 
not the first time that the churches have 
agreed to ignore common differences of 
creed and modes of worship for the purpose 
of making a united plea to Heaven against 
the drought scourge that menaces the North- 
west near and beyond the one hundredth 
meridian of longitude. Probably it will not 
be the last, as few are sufficientiy strong in 
the faith to believe that radical climatic 
changes are likely to be made in answer to 
prayer, however it may be with special 
showers asked for when most needed. With 
no wish to discourage a trust in the doctrine 
of special interposituon it may be hinted that 
this is a good time for the people of that re- 
gion to remember the old proverb about 
Heaven helping those who help themselves, 
and act accordingly. It would seem that 
their only hope for permanent relief lies in 
an extensive resort to the boring of artesian 
wells, which will furnish the water required 
for irrigating a portion of their lands in sea- 
sons of drought at the surface. It is too 
much to expect that they can obtain enough 
for more than @ small fraction of the whole 
area now attempted to be cultivated, and 
they are too far from the mountains to per- 
mit a general sluicing from that source. 

There can be littie doubt that a consider- 
able part of the Northwest is threaterea 
with another partial crop failure, while in 
other sections the ciouds have deposited a 
sufficient quantity of moisture to warrant the 
hope of a fair if not an abundant yield. This 
is all the more important as it is now becom- 
ing more and more certain that the frosts of 
last March did far greater damage than was 
at the time supposed possible. They caught 


unusually advanced stage of vegetation, and 
nipped them down permanently, where but 
littie damage would have been done if the 
freeze had followed ordinary cold weather 
during the two months that come after 
Christmas. In addition to that the mild- 
ness of the winter favored extraordinary 
activity of insect life for the spring and 
coming summer, and latest reports say that 
tne Hessian fly is already at work in untold 
millions, devouring the crops and blasting 
the hopes of the farmers over large areas 
south of the latitude of Chicago. In view of 
all this it may be suggested that while it may 
be well to work as well as pray for good har- 
vests a little later in the current year it may 
not be wise to count on them so confidently 
as to run the risx of partial want in case the 
food supply should prove this time to be con- 
siderably below the recent average. The coun- 
try is too broad to permit the general prev- 
alence of famine conditions, but there is no 
guarantee tous of an unbroken record of 
crop abundance from one year to another, 
any more than against any other form of dis- 
aster to the individual or the community.

What reason is there wuy Western Repub- 
lican Congressmen should consider them- 
selves bound to vote in the interest of East- 
ern trust monopolists ana against their own 
section? Isthere nothing that can relieve 
them from the fear of the money power of 
the East and get them out from under the 
shadow of big trusts and syndicates? What 
reason have they for taking their orders 
from Eastern bosses and party managers in- 
stead of considering the interests of. their 
Own constituents? Without the vote of the

They could be taught whatan “em” means, 
or how to punctuate, capitalize, and para- 
graph. They snould learn the location of 
the different type in the cases so they could 
pick up any one wanted. They should get an 
idea of how type is imposed, how forms 
are made up and locked up, etc., 
and how to measure matter.“ what should 
be “leaded” and what sboula be solid“; 
how to write shorthand and to run a type- 
writer, and many other details of the busi- 
ness which would be useful. But having ac- 
quired all these they would stul be far from 
having acquired the businesa or from being 
practical, not to say successful, journalists. 
A man may know peas from beans,a plow 
from a harrow, the chemical composition of 
soil, the best time for planting and the most 
improved methods of cultivating, and yet 
Drove to be a most unsuccessful farmer. 80 
it 1s with journalism. 

To a large degree the journalist, like the 
poet, nascitur non fii, There must bea certain 
aptitude in the candidate for newspaper 
work to begin with, a natural fitness for the 
work. This cannot be suppiiea by tne college 
prof . Again, there must be a knack of 
writing rapidly and offhand upon a large va- 
riety of topics, of condensing and getting at 
the core of things, and of stating them in a 
manner which combines information with en- 
tertainment. This a college cannot do for a 
student to any advantage. Lastly, he must 
have actual experience. This he cannot have 
in acolisge. He must go to the place where 
newspapers are made and work there. He 
must have practical experience day in and 
day gut, night in and night out, for 365 days in 
the year, and thenif he hasa capacity for 
work, a talent for hustlmg, and the knowledge 
of men and things which can only be gained in 
a newspaper office, not in a college, he may 
succeed; otherwise all the college training 
in the world will be of no service to him.

It is 
being taken up by plant life fully as fast if not 
more rapidly than it is thrown out by animal life 
and artificially induced combustion. This slow 
Giminution involves fatality to many present 
forms of animal life, but the danger is in the 
Other direction from that apprehended by our 
correspondent, and the effect will not be felt till 
after the lapse of so many millions of years from

Naval Officers Indiguant at the Course of 
the Court-Martial. 

New Tonk. May 16.—The leniency shown 
by the naval court-martial in the sentence 
which it has imposed upon Commander 
Bowman H. McCaila, after finding 
him guilty of all the charges preferred against 
him, has created no little surprise about 
town and in naval circles as well. To be sus- 
pended from rank and duty for only three 
years, at the same time being permitted 
to retain his present number on the list 
of Commanders, is regarded as an extreme- 
ly light penalty. It is only equivalent to giv- 
ing McOalia a three years’ furlough at half 
pay, which will reduce his coker’ from 
$3,500 a year to $1,750 during the period of his 
suspension. Asarule the na officers in 
this vicinity regarded his conduct as 
fully warranting his dismissal from the 
service, every one of we charges 
against him hayimg been fully proven 
to the satisfacuon of the court-mar- 
tial, and many of them look upon the 
decision with extreme dissatisfaction. An-

Commander McCalla himself 
looks at the matter in another light, and says 
he believes that the sentence is more severe 
than the circumstances warranted, adding 
that so far as the performance of his whole 
duty while Commander of the Enterprise is 
concerned nis conscience is perfectly clear.

Summerfield says he was misun 
stood when he was quoted as saying the 
streets were cleaner yesterday than ever be- 
fore> What ne did say was that from the 
information derived from the people whom 
he had spoken to it was apparent that the 
resolution of Monday had had the effect of 
making the contractors much more indus- 
trious than they had hitherto been, and that 
there had been an improvement in the condi- 
tion of the streets as a consequence. 

The City-Hall officials continue to complain 
of the inadequacy of the appropriawon for 
street-cleaning. Tney have dropped the 
whine about the appropriation for scavenger 
work. Now the fact is that the appropria- 
tion for street-cleaning and repairing this 
‘year is $550,000, whereas last year it was but 
$340,000. The increase in the appropriation 
was liberal. It is sufficient for all purposes 
if economically used. But when a large por- 
tion of it is iavishly employed before elections 
to noid Italian, Bohemian. and Polish street 
laborers in line for the party, amd all the 
year round to pay toughs anu tramps for do- 
ing little or nothing, itis not to be expected 
that the streets can be kept clean. The 
street-sweeping contractor, too, gets $4 a 
mile more for his work this year than he did 


last. 
THE LATE SNELL TOLL-ROAD. 

At the next meeting of the Council the 
order confirming the assessments made last 
year for the improvement of Milwaukee ave- 
nue along what was the Snelitoli-road will 
be considered. The assessment was made to 
cover three sections—Western avenue to 
California, California to Fullerton, and Fal- 
lerton to Logan square. At the same meet- 
ing it is likely the old ordinance granting the 

est Side Street Railway a franchise on the

Mr. Sherman opposed Mr. Plumb’s amend- 
mem as putting a restraint upon the Treas- 
— ment and preventing it from pay- 
ing Government: obligations as they became 
due. As a hundred millions should be re- 
served for the redemption of Treasury notes, 
it would leave only ten millions for eurrent 
business. it was utterly impossibie to have 
the hands of the Secretary of tne Treasury 
tied up in sucha manner. No bank would 
be allowed to do business that did not have a 
reserve of from 10 to 20 per cent to meet cur- 
rent liabiities. 

Mr. Plumb defended and ad vocated the 
amendment offered by him. He argued that 
the Treasury Department should have noth- 
ing whatever to do with the currency supply 
of the country. 
think himself the keystone, the linch-pin of 
the financial instituuons of the country, and 
that he had to take into account the 
barometrical condition of things in New 
York. He wished that the Secretary would 
take into account the barometrical condition 
of other piaces than New York. Tue hold- 
ing of money in the Treasury (except for the 
needs of the Government itself), which had 
been before that time in circulation, was an 
economic crime. 

The discussion was further continued by 
Senators Hiscock and Sherman, the latter 
quoting the law setting apart a hundred 
millions of gold for the redemption of green- 
backs, and declaring that any Secretary of 
the Treasury who would disregard it would 
be impeachable for a high crime and misde- 
meanor. Com to the discussion of the 
Silver bill itself, Mr. Sherman said: 

I do not like some of the features of the bill 
Imay be driven to support it. Some of the 
friends of the bill seem to have abandoned it al- 
ready. The gentleman who introduced uu seems 
to have abandoned the principle of it. There 
are some good features in it, which I hke very 
well. If we can agree upon some measure that 
will furnish to the people of the United States 
more money (for 1 think we want it), and will 
also tend to advance silver bullion nearer and 
nearer to the standard of gold I am willing to 
vote . for such a measure. But I do 
not want to embark upon the wide 
sea. of free coinage of silver. and I 
ao not want Congress to pledge itself to buy all 
the silver which may be offered—silver melted 
from the pots of India. China, and all the world. 
But anything whatever that can be done by: this

WARM WEATHER NEEDED IN ALL 
PARTs OF THE COUNTRY.

The Condition of Winter Wheat Rapidly 

Growing Worse—Spring Wheat Having 

a Hard Straggle for Existence, but Oats 

Doing Fairly Well—Lots of Corn Yet to 

Be Planted in Various States—How the 

Weather of the Present Week Has Af- 
fected the Farmer. 

Dwient, I., May 16.—[Special.]—The 
country’s greatest need today in the grow- 
' The marked 
feature of the present spring has been an ab- 
sence of sunshine, accompanied in some 
areas with an excess of moisture and in 
others a deficiency. In other words, no uni- 
formity of growimeg conditions. 

This situation is just the reverse of what it 
Wasa year ago at this time. Then the coun- 
try had experienced a term of drought which 
was threatening to very seriously cut down 
the general average of the apring wheat and 
oat crops. Corn was coming up, out nad not 
then felt any of the injurious effects of dry 
weather. It was hardly possible to imagine 
a more uniform condition of the winter 
wheat crop. 

It is hard to say,’ looking at results, what 
the present week has been good for. Sat- 
urday last there was one of the heaviest 
rainfalis of the season all over Illinois, por- 
tions of Indiana and Ohio, and Iowa. Mon- 
day the was a little sunshine, ana the 
sound of the corn-planter was music to tne 
ear of the farmer. This, bowever, was soon 
cut short by heavy rains agaiu, and for the 
remainder of the week nothing has been 
done, Oats have made little growth. Spring 
wheat is ay literally struggling for its 
existence, and the winter-wheat crop has 
run down decidedly. 

CORN. 

With the exception of Kansas and Missouri 
no other two States can report corn all 
planted.”” Nebraska hopes to get through 
this week. Planting is two weeks later than 
last year. Thecornis notup enough yet in 
any area to give any idea ot the stand. The 
State has had to contend until recently with 
dry weather. This nas had the effect to pre- 
vent the corn from sprouting. The recent 
rains, however, have put the ground in much 
better condition. The weatner is too cold 
for the seed to sprout. 

In Southern lowa there is considerable 
corn to plant. Very little is up. Corn plant- 
ing is two weeks later than last year. A 
percentage of the early-plunted corn 
b to be replanted owing cold, dry 
weather. In Centrai Illinois there is a great 
deal of corn yet to plant. A large proportion 
of the corn planted two weeks ago on lands 
that are not underdrained has not come up 
vet. This corn seems to be rotting badly, 
and the prospect is discouraging. Had it not 
deen for the rains and bad roads there would 
have been a large movement of corn this 
week. In the northern portion of Central 
Iilinois—devoted almost exciusively to corn, 
oats, and grass—at least 25 per cent of the 
corn crop is yet to be planted. 

Corn planting is fully three weeks later as 
compared with last year. Yet, the ground 
being full of moisture and with warm 
weather whichis now due, unless the seed 
has rotted in the ground and corn will have 
to be replanted, another week will show a 
wonderfui change for the better in Northern 
and Central Lilinois. 

The dry weather in Kansas has kept corn 
from sprouting. and here also, as well as in 
Missouri, the corn is still late and backward. 
There 1s cold, wet, and ward weather 
in Ohio and Indiana, and corn-planting prac- 
3 at a stands From one-half to one- 
fo of the crop 1s still to be planted. 

* OATS, | 

Probably the crop which has held its own 
and has also made a little gain, is the oat 
crop. Coid, cloudy wet. weather. after the 
oats are up is ben Lhe injury that an 
oat crop receives in a wet season is from the 
standing water on the grain. 

The earth seems to absorb all the rain 
which has falien this season very quickly, 
showing how the reserves of moisture, 
owing to two dry seasons have been reduced 
to a very low point. The reserves of oats 
are unusually small when we take into con- 
sideration the big crop of 1889. Farmers 
who had not contracted for May delivery 
owing now to the uncertainty of the outcome 
of the season, are holding their surplus uu- 
— * the status of the present crop is deter- 


SPRING WHBAT. 

In the Counties of Waish, Pembina, Cav- 
aller, Nelson. Ramsey. and Roilette little rain 
has fallen during tie last two weeks. In the 
counties south of Grand Forks not much 


headway will be made with finishing-up seed- | 


ing until plenty of rain comes. The recent 
cold weather and frosts have done little 
damage except in the way of retarding 
growth, and the outlook in tne area I have 
just mentioned is about the same as one year 
ago, except it was much dryer then. 

There was so much plowing left undone 
last fall that it seems as if the acreage would 
be less than last year. Still the prospects 
for better prices are stimulating farmers to 
get in all the wheat they gan. 

The crop prospects in North Dakota de- 
pend now entirely upon the rainfall of the 
next fourteen days. Without copious rains 
within that time there will be poor crops in 
an extensive area, Cass County is one of the 
largest spring wheat producing counties in 
the Dakotas. Seeding done three weeks ago 
is not yet up. Some bave used drilis with 
eprings, with which the shoe can be forced 
into the soil at a depth of fourinches. Grain 
plantea in this way is up, but owing to the 
cold weather and want of moisture it has 
turned yellow. One year ago grain was all 
up and covered the ground. 

Soutbern Minnesota reportsa better con- 
dition of things. They have had enough 
rain to last two weeks. A good deal of the 
wheat is four inches high and stooling well. 
The acreage is about the same as last season. 
There will be more flax sown than usual and 
farmers are breaking up their pasture lands 
for flax. 

1 WINTER WHEAT. 

Winter wheat which is left standing“ 
shows no improvement since the first of 
May. From the windows of Pullman cars 
the wheat has attained some height, but to 
get “over the fence ana into the fieids the 
tact becomes more and more apparent that 
there are thousands of acres which are not 
and cannot be made worth the expense of 


cutting. 
TENNESSEE. 

Reports from Tennessee show that the 
winter wheat crop 1s running down ever 
day, that it will be very shortin straw, small 
heads and generally uneven, ragged and 
sickly in appearance. Fifty per cent of a 
crop is the presept indications. Many, 
however, will not report over one-third. 
Were not the ground so wet farmers would 
be plowing up the crop and putting it into 
corn. Owing to these conditions not over 50 
per cent of the corn crop nas been planted. 

In my last report 1 stated that in South- 
eastern Texas the louse had done a great 
deal of damage to the wheat. It has now 
disappeared. In some sections of Southeast- 
ern Texas the wheat crop is an almost entire

In Northern Kentucky the ‘appearance of 
the wheat indicates some improvement, as it 
has taken on a greener and more bealthy ap- 
pearance.

In Southern Michigan the weather has 
been cola and wet, with one or two light 
frosts, which, however, did no particular 
harm.

There are a few Lhat are poor, 
but the general average is good. The sur-

. In Southern Ohio wheat is barely nolding 
its own. With the frequent rains tere 
should have been some improvement. 

The crop does not thicken on the ground as 
in former years. In the northern portion of 
the State the outlook is not as good as in the 
area just reported. No wheat headed, weather 
cold and too wet to plow, 
half the corn planted. , 

Northern Indiana says thereis very little 
improvement, if any, in the growing wheat 
for the last thirty days. Twenty per cent of 
the wheat has been plowed up. Reserves 
are not large enough for milling purposes 
until the new crop comes on. All things cou- 
sidered, the prospects are 40 per cent below 
a year ago at thie time. In Central Indiana 
the situation is about the same as in the 
northern portion of the State. At many in- 
terior points small mills are out of wheat aud 
are paying the farmer $1 a bushel for it. 

In Soutuern Indiana the cropis just bhead- 
ing out. On the whole wheat does not 
improve; some pieces of wheat are doing fair- 
ly well, but 50 per cent of the crop in acres 
will not vieid more than one-third of an av- 
erage. The weather has been very good for 
the wheat plants. 


ILLINOIS.

Fruit and Crops Saffer in Kansas, Missouri, 
Iowa, and Other Nate 

WINFIELD, Kas May 16.—[Speciat.]— 
There was a héavy frost » 2 Kan- 
sas last night. Small fruits, where exposed, 
were nearly all killed. Vegetables on the 
low lands were badhh injured. Corn is in- 
jured in many localities, and where frozen to 
the ground will be totally destroyed. 

BROOKLYN, Ia., May 16.— [Special.] — There 
was a heavy frost last night. Ice was one 
eighth of an mch thick, Small fruit and 
vegetables were badly damaged. Potato 
vines and grape leaves are black and flat on 
the ground. 

Kansas Crrr. Mo., May 16.—Heavy frosts 
are reported in portions of Kansas and Mis- 
souri, doing some damage to crops, early 
vegetables, and small fruit. A special from 
Eldorado, Kas., says: Last nightzthe ther- 
mometer registered below freezing point, 
and this morning there was a thin scum of 
ice. Strawberries, graves, and berriés of all 
kinds are completely destroyed.” 

At Marshall, Mo., ice formed one-eighth of 
an inch thick. The growing corn has been 
much injured. 

Emporia, Kas., May 16.— [Special.] Oon- 
siderable damagg was done in this locality by 
severe frost lastnight. The general opinion 
is that only early vegetables and some small 
fruit in the lowlands are injured to any 
material amount. Corn, it is thought, is not 
hurt, though ice formed in some places. 

WarRRLOO, Ia., May 16.—[Special,]|—A se- 
vere frost in this locality last night damaged 
fruit and garden vegetanles badly. In this 
——— ice was frozen as thick as a paue of 
giass. 

St. Pavu, Minn., May 16.—[Special.]—Re- 
poris from Western Minnesota and portions 
of South Dakota state that the violent winds 
which have been blowing for the last sixty 
hours bave been extremely injurious to the 
young grain, blowing it out of the ground in 
some places and burying it in others.

NOVEL FUNERAL IN A FLOODED TOWN. 


A Corpse Followed to the Grave by the 
Mourners in Boats. 

Cotumstia, Tex., May 16.—The condition of 

this town is distressing in the extreme. The 

river Has risen steaaily for two weeks or 


more until it-has overflowed the community. 


The first floors of the residences are sub- 
merged, the occupants being driven into the 
ubdper stories. From one-storied cottages res- 
idents have been compelled to move to the 
homes of hospitable neighbors: The 
waters are still rising. There 
is not 1,000 square feet in Columbia 
out of water. Business is suspended. 
churches are closed, and the people go every- 
where in boats. A novel scene, which has 
perhaps never been enacted before in Texas, 
was presented at the funeral of the late Gen. 
Duff. A large concourse of mourning friends, 
including the entire Masonic fraternity, fol- 
lowed the corpse to the cemetery, two miles 
from town, in boats. There were forty-six 
boats in the procession, with an average of 
five occupants in each. For thirty-two years, 
from 1 to 1885, there had n no over- 
flow in the Brazos at this point. Since 1885 
there has been an unusual overflow, butnone 
that was prolonged or did any damage.

Contracts Made by Some Boads That De 
Not Expire Until the End of This Month 
—The Missouri Pacific Wants the Chicago 
Lines to Keep Ont of the Cincinnati 
Business—This Will Prevent an Advance 
May 19—Probable Keduction in Kansas 
Local Kates—Uther Rat!) way News. 

About ten days ago the Western roads 


agreed to restore all rates between Chicago 


and the Rocky Mountains and Chicago and 


St. Paul that nad been reduced without au- 


thority from the chairmen of the Western 
freight associations. restored rates 
were to have been put in effect Mas 19, and 
proper notices to that effect were issued by 
the various roads. The indications now are, 
however, that the cutting and manipulating 
of rates will continue indefinitely. Rumors 
were current yesterday that some of 
the roads had made contracts 
at the cut rates that would not 
expire until the end of this month. The Mis- 
souri Pacific also appears to be disinclined to 
restore rates until its competitors’ grant it 
the concessions it demands. Among other 
things it wants the Chicago lines to keep out 
of tne traffic between Cincinnati and South- 
western Missouri River points. The Rock 
Island cannot afford to do this as it has a 
large interest in the Kankakee and Seneca 
road, which connects its system with tne 
Big Four, and which could do no business 
unless it competes for the Cincinnati and 
Onio River traffic. , 

An effort was made yesterday at a meeting 
between the Trans-Missour: Freight and 
Western Freight Association to bring 
about a revision of the existing basis of di- 
vision of rates between the roads east and 
west of the Missouri River. The Union Pa- 


} cic demanded a larger percentage of the 


rates west of the river. Some of the 
roads east of the river, however, did not 
take kindly to the Union Pacific’s prop- 
osition. They thought that company was 
already getting all that it was entitled to, 
and the opinion was expressed that its ob- 
— was to forestall a proposed reduction in 
ocal rates by the Kansas Railroad Commis- 
sioners and get the roads east of the 
river to make good the losses that 
it might suffer from such reduc 
tion. The Kansas Commissioners will 
give the railroad officiais a hearing at Kan- 
sus City next week, and the opinion prevails 
that a reduction in rates in Kausas is a fore- 
gone conclusion. There is much dissatisfac- 
uon among Kansas shippers and producers 
with the present schedule of rates in 
their State, the tariffs being materially high- 
er than those in effect in Nebraska and Iowa. 
Still, the railroads claim that a reduction in 
Kansas rates will prove a great hardship for 
them and if there should be a failure or even 
a small crop this year some of them wo 

be forced into bankruptcy. The good show- 
ing they were able to make during the last 
year, they say, was entirely due to the large 
crops last year.

The Rise in Price an Kffort to Drive Out 

Fixpiay, O., May 16.— [Special.] — The. an- 
nouncement made yesterday by the Stand- 
ard Oil company that until further notice 40 
cents a barrel would be paid for Ohio crude 
oil created great excitement among tne oil 
dealers, operators, and jease-holders through- 
out the field. Those who had placed tne 
maximum price to be reached at 40 cents 
now declare unhesitatingly that Ohio oil will 
pee 60 cents before July 1, and possibly go

This jump from 15 cents to 40 for the prod- 
uct of the oil welis in this section has had an 
amazing effect upon every line of business.

Mr. Davis also presented a carefully drawn 
report in which the reasons for non-conctir- 
rence were stated. The chief objection made 
in it to the House bill is that that measure 
mixes altogether n and unwarrant- 
ably the dependent pension and service 
pension ideas, whict are entirely distinct and 
independent and call for separate treatment. 
Besides, if u service pension isto be given, 
the Senate committee is of the opinion that 
the provisions of tne present House bill are 
inadequate and usa ry. But the 
House conferrees are likely to be as urgent to 
retain the service pension feature as the Sen- 
ate members of the conference to discard it, 
the House committee be ap ensive of 
the failureof any further tion at this 
session of 

Senator Davis’ report on the reasons for a 
disagrgemeat on the part of the Senate is 
looked upon us a highly-important document, 
and at the sugzeston of aator Sherman 
30,000 copies of it were ordered printed. The 
report sara hat the Senate bili provides 
„tan the beneficiary must be dependent 
upon bis daily labor, or upon the contribu- 
tions of others not legally bound for his sup- 
port,“ while the House amendment ~ seme 
sionable all persons who can bring the ves 
witnin its requirements, irrespective of their 
pecuniary means. The Senate bill fixes the 


rate of pension at $12 and the House bill at 


8a month. The Senate bill makes provision 
for dependent parents, which is omitted in 
the House amendment. The Senate bili pro- 
vides that disability shall not be the result of 
vicious habits; this is omitted in the House 
amend ment. The House also provides for a 
service pension, which the Senate does not. 
In the opinion of the Senate committee the 
two measures are entirely irreconcilable, and 
m the commutiee’s judgment the House pill 
is wholly inadeguate. 

The report says that counting the number 
of disabled soldiers in the soldiers“ homes 
und eleemosynary institutions, there are at 
least 28,000 disabled and dependent Union 
soldiers recipients of public charity. The 
rate of $12 a month approaches nearly the min- 
imum of subsistence, while $8 a month un- 
doubtedly fails far below it. It it be deemed 
expedient to aliow a pension of $3 a month 
because a person is disabied, altho he 
may be perfectly able to support himself and 
family, there 1s no reason why $4 a month 
should be taken from a dependent soldier, 
as is done by the House bill. The House pro- 
vision benefits those who do not need a pen- 
sion at tne expense of those who are in ab- 
solute need. It is the opinion of the Senate 
committee that itis the duty of the Govern- 
ment before entering 2 any other pension 
legislation to provide for the needs of the 
disabled and dependent soldiers in the most 
liberal manner possible. The Senate bill 
was {framed upon this theory. The report 
then says that the service pension is a mat- 
ter which should not be involved with a dis- 
ability bill. A service pension is @ matter 
requiring the most careful consideration in 
order that justice may be done both to the 
soldier and to the country. ‘ 

Estimates prepared by Capt. Ainsw of 
the Adjutant-General’s office show the 
approximate aggregate cost of a service pen- 
sion, upon a basis of 62 years as the age 
limit, will be 81,182,005, U a basis of 
60 years the cost will be 61,883. 100, . Of 
this amount 81, 079,617, 0 must be paid before 
the end ot the year 1915, and the average an- 
nual payment would be $41,523,732.

average. These estumates are materiale

The committee does not believe the service 
pension would give satisfaction to the sol- 
diers.

It is the committee’s opinion that whenever 
it is deemed wise to begin a system of serv- 
ice pensions n should be done for the benetit 
of all living soldiers who are honorably dis- 
charged, and that the rate of pension should 
be graded according to length of service.

What Has Béen Learned Concerning the 
Bvile of the Padrone System. 
Indianapolis Journal: Your correspondent 
today had a talk with Mr. V. L. Ricketts, tne 
clerk of tne House Committee on Immigra- 
tion, who acted as clerk and sergeant-at- 
arms for the joint investigating committee, 
and who probably gathered more general in- 
formation upon the subjects under investiga- 
tion than most of the members of the com- 
mittee. In the course of his talk he said: 
Probably the worst evil connected with 
our modern immigration is the Italian pa- 
drone system. Twenty-seven thousand Itai- 
ian immigrants were landed at New York 
last year, and probably two-thirds of 
them are subject to a bondage a- 
most as pernicious as tue Atricau 
slave system that prevailed in the Southern 
States thirty years ago. They are brought 
here by the Italian banker, who is aiso a spec- 
ulator on tus labor market. They are induced 
to come by a promise of higher wagés than 
they can earn in Italy. A laborer accustomed 
to cents a day is easily persuaded by an 
offer of a dollar, and so the ticket is sent. He 
reaches America prepared to answer all ques- 
tions put to him by tne authorities. He goes 
direct to Klizabeth street, if not met sooner by 
the padrone or his agent. He is put to work on 
the streets,jon a railroad, or elsewhere, with an 
army of his fellow-countrymen., The padrone 
furnishes to the contractor, we will say, 100 
men at $1.25 ber day and tne contractor pays 
the men $1 per day and the padrone gets 25 
cents. In addinon he retains the store or 
‘shanty’ privilege, and has a monopoly of 
their trade, and his bills are paid before the 
wages are paid. ‘hese privileges ne usually 
sub-lets. Then he gets their savings and 
ys no ipterest. Thus his profits are mani- 
old—§2 or $8 on the steamship ticket sola to 
the Italian peasant, the rent of the apart- 
ment he occupies, sales of all he consumes, 5 
per cent of his w and finally, if he is 
naturalized, the price of his vote. And aii 
this time the padrone never betrays his 
slaves, keeps in good faith every promise he 
makes, and warns them against the wiles of 
the American. Naturally suspicious, they 
are trained tp be doubly so; and, as they sei- 
dom learn Engiish, they never open commu- 
nication with an American, except through 
sn interpreter, and then it is never sought.

„There are 100,000 Italians in the City of 
New York; 70,000 are herded in one little dis- 
trict comprising only a few squares in the 
vicinity of Mott and Elizabeth streets. Jay 
Goula might go there tomorrow and be un- 
able directly to empioy a hundred, but he 
could go toa padrone and employ as many 
hundreds as he could use. An Inspector of 
Public Works in New York testified before 
the committee last week that there were 
8,000 Italians engaged on public works in 
that city, all under the padrone system:
